Troy, Ala., September 3.—News reach- 
ed this city late today of an assault com- 
mitted this morning by Bill Fournery, 
alias Bill Hilliard, on Miss Wilson, about 

-18 miles southeast of the city in this 
county. 

Miss Wilson, who is 16 or 17 years of 
age, and the little daughter of Doc Car- 
roll, about 12 years of age, were on their 
way to school at Chestnut Grove, just 
across the line in Coffee county, when 
they were overtaken by the negro. He 
seized Miss Wilson and the little girl ran 
off. As she did so the negro fired his pis- 
tol at her, but missed her. 

The little girl raised the alarm and soon 
a posse was after the negro. When they 
reached the scene of the crime _ they 
Yound Miss Wilson unconscious and ter- 
ribly bitten in the face and bruised about 
the head. 

The posse tracked the negro to his 
home, where he had gone and laid down 
on the bed, saying that he was sick. The 
little girl identified him and he was taken 
out and shot and then his body burned. 

Miss: Wilson is in a precarious condi- 
tion. The sheriff with three deputies left 
tonight for the scene of tne crime.

RACE WAR AT INDIANAPOLIS. 


‘Whites ard Blacks in Deadly Fight 
at Merry-Go-Round. 
Indianapolis, Ind., September 3.—Two 
hundred negroes and whites engaged in a 
riot at a merry-go-round at Columbia 
avenue and Nineteenth street tonight. 
Henry Mills, white, was fatally shot near 
the heart by Henry Miller, colored, and 
Wallace Pickett was shot in the back of 
the head. He may recover, though the 

.bullet has not yet been extracted. 

The trouble started in the crowd around 
the merry-go-round tent by John Noel, 
manager of the concern, attempting to put 
negro children off. Henry Bush, a ne- 
gro, started after Noel and was pursued 
by a crowd of whites. He tried to es- 
cape and was chased several blocks and 
got away. During the chase Mills was 
shot by Miller, who says Mills, with 
several whites, came up to him and or- 
dering him away, reached at the same 
time for a gun. Miller says he then 
fired. Mills is alive, but dying. Miller 
ran, but was captured several miles in 
the country and arrested. 

During the excitement a number of 
shots were fired. The whites were in 
part members of the ‘‘bungaloo” gang, 
which has been having trouble with the 
negroes at Fair View park, two serious 
affrays having occurred between them 
during the past two months and another 
encounter being prevented Sunday night 
by a large force of police. 


DEATH CLAIMS MISS THOBURN. 


For Thirty-Two Years She Has 
Done Missionary Work in India. 
New York, September 3.—S. L. Baldwin, 

recording secretary of the missionary so- 

ciety of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
today received a cablegram from Luck- 
now. India, announcing the death there 
of Miss Isabella Thoburn, president of 
the college for women and girls at Luck- 

now. . 

The cablegram was dated September 1 

and was very brief. It merely announced 

that Miss Thoburn had died of cholera. 
Miss Thoburn was a sister of Bishop 

J. M. Thoburn. She was the first mis- 
sionary sent out by the Woman's For- 
eign Missionary Society of the Methodist 
church. She went to India in 1869 and 
has been there practically continuously 
for the thirty-two years since.

They Hold Up Colton Belt Pas- 
senger Near Texarkana 


BANDITS FLED ON ENGINE 


No News of the Stolen Locomotive | 


Has Been Received—Passen- 
gers Not Molested—Rob- 
bers Knew All About 
Money Shipment. 


Texarkana, Ark., September 3.—No. 1 
Catton Belt passenger train leaving Tex- 
arkana at 9:25 p. m. in charge of Con- 
ductor Armstrong and Engineer Hender- 
son was held up and robbed near Eylau, 
4 miles south of Texarkana, last night. 

The train was flagged by one of the 
robbers, who proceeded ‘to force the fire- 
man to go back and cut off the mail and 
baggage cars, and, returning, forced the 
engineer to give up the management of 
his engine. One of the robbers, who, it 
appears, is an expert engineer, ran the 
engine, mail and express cars about a 
mile from the point where the first stop 
was made and forced the express mes- 
senger to open his car. They then blew 
open the safe with dynamite, securing, 
it is said, a very large amount of booty. 
The exact amount is withheld by the 
Cotton Belt railroad and the express 
people, but it is known that a qgwery 
large shipment was made tonight on this 
train. 

The robbers, after securing the loot, 
cut off the engine from the mail and 
express cars, and, forcing Engineer 
Henderson to get off, they took the en- 
gine, in charge of the robber-engineer, 
and went south at full speed. At 1:30 
o’clock this morning the engine had not 


been found. 

No passengers were molested. They 
were, however, very badly frightened and 
hid their valuables. The robbers were 
evidently in possession of all facts con- 
cerning this particular shipment of 
money, together with a schedule of the 
train. as their scheme was successful in 
every respect. 

A suspicious character was seen to 
board the head end of the train leaving 
Texarkana. Railroad employees here 
seem to be confident that the robbery 
was committed by railroad men from 
the manner in which they superintended 
the cutting off of cars and handling of 
the engine. 

The spot selected for the robbery was 
well adapted for this kind of work, as it 
is very wild and heavily timbered. The 
conductor and several passengers walked 
back to Texarkana, a distance of 4 miles. 
The sheriff and posse have been sum- 
moned to go in pursuit of the robbers. 
At this hour the passenger train stands 
in two pieces with the engine’s where- 
abouts unknown. So far as Known no 
one was injured. There were five men 
in the gang. 


PUT STRYCHNINE ON CANDY 


And Sent to Woman Whose Money 
She Coveted , 

Deadwood, S. Dak., September 3.—Mrs. 
Mira Priest, a waiter in a restaurant in 
this city, is under arrest for attempted 
murder. She has a daughter about thir- 
teen years old who had been adopted 
by a lady named Venner, who resides 
near Whitewood. Mrs. Venner is well 
off financially and had promised to leave 
to the little girl all her property. 

To hasten this end, it is said, the mother 
of the girl sent a box of candy satu- 
rated with strychnine to the little girl 
with instructions for her not to eat any 
of it herself, but to give it to Mrs. Ven- 
ner, which was done. The woman ate the 
candy and was at once taken sick. Her 
life was saved by a physician.

UNITED STATES WORKS 
TO PREVENT OUTBREAK 


Secretary Hay Has Addressec Notes 
to Venezuela and Colom! ‘ 
Regard to the Situati. .. 
and Hopes War May 
Be Averted. 
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ARACAS, UENEZUELA, 

Sept. 3, bia Haytien cable. 
The Republica, semt-of ficial organ 
of the government, published to- 
day an inspired article ending as 
follows: 

**The hour for notes has passed 
and the time for action has arrived. 
Diplomacy has laid be fore the world 
the just reasons Which it has had 
and has for asking compensation 
for the grievances suffered. It 
has exhausted all the means at its 
disposal for settiing threatening 
questions between natton and na- 
tion. We have Waited long enough, 
Now ts the time for reprisals, 
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Washington, September 3.—It is ascer- 
tained that on August 24, during Secre- 
tary Hay’s recent visit to Washington, 
a telegraphic message was sent to the 
ministers at. Caracas and Bogota, direct- 
ing them to inform the foreign secréta- 
ries of Venezuela and Colombia of the 
distress with which the president had 
heard of the likelihood of n disturbance 
of the relations between those two re- 
publics. Adverting to the possibility of 
the influence of the United States being 
exerted to compose the pending ques- 
tions, the ministers were direcied to say 
that while the relations of this govern- 
ment with both nations are equally inti- 
mate and friendly and every opportunity 
is taken to show the good will we bear 
them, any offer of the president’s kindly 
offices to arrange any differences which 
may exist between Colombia and Vene- 
zuela would be ineffctive without the ac- 
quiescence of both. Nevertheless, in- 
spired by the sentiments which are com- 
mon to ail the governments of the Amer- 
ican republics, the United States would 
sincerely deplore a breach of the nmica- 
ble relations that at this time happily 
exist between the sister nations of the 
western world, and would especially re- 
gret any action by either of them which 
might menace the security of transit 
across the isthmus or the neutrality of 
its territory, and thereby constrain the 
government of the United States to con- 
sider its responsibilities and functions 
under existing treaty engagements with 
Colombia. 

The text of Mrs. Hay’s telegram has not 
been made public. It is understood that 
an acknowledgment of its receipt has 
been made by the Venezuelan govern- 
rent. but its purport has not been made 
known, although it is said to be friendly 
in tone, and while charging invasion by 
Colombian forces on the Venezuelan bcr- 
der and referring to the temporary svus- 
pension of diplomatic intercourse which 
has occurred, the way appears to be cpen 
for explanations. Venezuela has iot de- 
clared' war against Colombia, 

Colombia also, it is said tonight, ras 
made response to the note of Secretary 
Hay. While its contents are pot obtain- 
able tonieht, the statement fs made that 
it is conciliatory in character and ex- 
presses an earnest wish that war with 
Venezuela may be avoided. Such a re- 
sult, it is stated, would be a cause of 
genuine regret to the people of Colom- 
bia. Colombia, it is stated, stands ready 
to accept the friendly intervention of the 
United States to avert war, and reposes 
full confidence in the latter country. 


WHY PROTOCOL IS NOT SIGNED. 


Rockhill Explains the Delsy at the 
Chinese Capital. 
Washington, September 3.—A cablegram 
received today at the state department 
from Special Commissioner Rockhill, at 
Pekin, explains partly the delay at the 
Chinese capital in securing the final 
signature to the protocol. Mr. Rockhill 
savs that the Chinese plenipotentiaries 
received the expected edict authorizing 
them to sign the agreement in behalf of 

the Chinese government on August 28. 

They were, however, instructed to delay 
final signature until they received anoth- 
er edict touching the discontinuance of 
civil service examinations in some of the 
Chinese cities where the boxer movement 
found its principal strength. One of the 
penalties imposed by the foreign ministers 
upon the Chinese government was the dis- 
continuance of these examinations where 
the boxers were particularly offensive, 
and the Chinese government is finding it 
no easy matter to aiscriminate in the 
selection of the places where the penalty 
is to be imposed. 


WELLS TO EXAMINE RECORDS. 


He Will Search for Evidence in Fa- 
vor of Schley. 
Washington, September 3.—Acting

British Sync’ and Pittsburg 
Millionaires Wager $400,. 
000 on Yacht Races 


AMERICANS GIVE ODDS 
AGAINST LPTON'S BOAT 


Representatives of Parties Met in 
Pittsburg, Selected Stakeholder 
and Put Up the Coin— 
Name of Stakeholder 
Is Withheld. 


Pittsburg, September 3.—The great in- 
ternational yatching bet of $400,000 be- 
tween an English syndicate, represented 
by Walter J. Kingsley, of London, and a 
group of patriotic Pittsburgers, repre- 
sented by William I. Mustin, was finally 
arranged this afternoon. The entire sum 
was deposited in the hands of the stake- 
holder, Mr. Kingsley turning over $150,- 
000 in British bank notes and Mr. Mustin 
giving a certified check for $250,000. What 
is said to be the greatest bet in history 
was thus successfully consummated. 

Both Mr. Kingsley and Mr. Mustin ar- 
rived in Pittsburg this morning, Mr. Mus- 
tin coming from Asbury Park and Mr. 
Kingsley from New York. Mr. Mustin 
promptly put Mr. Kingsley in communi- 
cation with his principals, who were 
speedily convinced that the $150,000 of 
British money was awaiting their con- 
venience. Mr. Kingsley on his part 
agreed to accept a certified check for the 
full amount of the American side of the 
wager. 

Stakeholder Has Money. 

As the name of Darr, Moore & Brydon 
had been used repeatedly without war- 
rant in the press of the country as the 
probable stakeholder, a conference was 
held in the office of that firm. The part- 
ners went into the matter and decided 
that as theirs was an investment busi- 
ness and stakeholding not in their line, 
they must decline to hold the stakes. 
They did, however, suggest the name of 
a citizen prominent in financial circles 
and who is known as far as Lendon as a 
possible stakeholder. This ‘gentleman, 
when approached, consented to become 
stakeholder upon the yexpress condition 
that his name should . withheld from 
the public, as he does not care-to share in 
the publicity now enjoyed by those Pitts- 
burgers who crossed in the Deutschland. 

Bank notes and checks were carefully 
gone over and pronounced satisfactory. 
The credentials of Mr. Kingsley were ex- 
amined with the same result. .The stake 
is to be paid within one week after the 
concluding race, the place of meetirg to 
be New York. The wager is simply $150,- 
000 to $250,000 that Shamrock II lifts the 
cup. There are no conditions as to acei- 
dent. Both Mr. Mustin and Mr. Kings- 
ley, the brokers for their respective syn- 
dicates, will receive handsome commis- 
sions. Mr. Kingsley is to receive 5 per 
cent of the whole amount in case the 
Shamrock wins and 2% per cent of $150,000 
in the event of her losing. 

Mustin Is Well Paid. 

Mr. Mustin’s compensation for his 
share in the arrangement of the bet is 5 
per cent of $250,00l, which was paid to 
him a® soon as the wager was consum- 
mated this afternoon. ‘the name of the 
stakeholder is the one closely guarded 
secret in the bet. The names of the men 
composing the syndicate also are Kept 
from the public. 

“They are all well 
gentlemen,’ said Mr. Mustin, ‘“‘but for 
obvious reasons their names tare being 
withheld. They are backing the Ameri- 
can boat because they anticipate another 
victory for the yankee skippers and look 
upon the matter with the eye of busi- 
ness men. However, if the #t#nglishmen 
should take the cup away they would not 
turn a hair. ‘hey have the spirit of true 
sportsmen, every one ot them, and if 
tneir quarter of a miilion should be taken 
they would be the nrst to say, ‘bully for 
Lipton.’ ”’

New York, September 3.—J. Montgomery 
Smart, of the produce exchange, received 
a dispatch tnis afternoon from J. H. 
Kingsiey, the agent of the Engiish syn- 
dicate who placed $150,000 on Shamrock at 
Pittsburg today saying he was ready 
with another $150,000 at the same odds, or 
half that sum. Mr. Smart immediately 
communicated with a Broadway broker 
to arrange the former wager and has 
since put up $10,000 against $8,000 that 
the Shamrock will not lift the cup.

‘There was a light breeze from 
the east-northeast of sufficient strength 
to give a very satisfactory estimate of 
her speed in light weather. 

Although at times there was not more 
than a 3 knot air, at no time did the 
yacht act sluggishly. She slipped through 
the water at an amazing good rate of 
speed under the influence of her great 
mainsail and light saiis. The water was 
smoothy but. even when pressed to a 
speed of 9 knots the yacht made a very 
small wave at her bow, and left an 
absolutely clean wake.

The woman was revived after 
an effort and the congregation appeared 
at court this morning, where Smiley, was 
dismissed.

Newly Chosen Secretary Is a Native

At the regular monthly meeting ves- 
terday afternoon the home mission board 
of the Southern Baptist Association elect- 
ed Rev. F. C. McConnell, D.D., of Lynch- 
burg, Va., corresponding secretary, to 
succeed the late Dr. F. H. Kerfoot. 

The nominating committee, appointed 
at the first board meeting after Dr. Ker- 
foot’s death, consisting of Drs. Landrum, 
Bell, White and Adair and Mr. John M, 
Green, after mature consideration during 
the past two months and after abundant 
opportunity to consult the wishes of the 


| lending men of the denomination during 


the vacations recently taken by the mem- 
bers of the committee, met on Monday 
evening and unanimously agreed to rec- 
ommend to the board the election of Rev. 
Dr. McConnell. 

At a full and regular meeting of the 
board held in the Austell building yester- 
day afternoon this report was made, and 
the election took place heartily and unani- 
mously. 

A Native Georgian. 

Dr. McConnell is a native Georgian. He 
was educated at Mercer university and 
at the Southern Baptist Theological sem- 
inary at Louisville, Ky. He is about 
forty-five years of age, of fine personal 
appearance’‘and a most pleasing and mag: 
netic speaker. He was in the early 
nineties assistant secretary of the home 
mission board under the aged and hen- 
orable Dr. Tichenor. He resigned that 
position to accept the pastorate of the 
First Baptist church of Lynchburg, Va.., 
Re": ae largest and strongest churches 
in the @nfire south. This church he has 
| now served for the past seven years. 

The work to which Dr. McConnell is 
caller is One of the great ocordinate 
branches conducted by the Southern Bap- 
tist convention. It covers the entire south- 
ern states, Indian Territory and the 
island of Cuba, collecting and disbursing 
$100,000 per year, with pressing demands 
for more money and more missionaries. 

The board believes that it has unques- 
tionably made a wise selection, and it is 
hoped that Dr. McConnell will accept. No 
official notification has as yet been sent 
Dr. McConnell! of his election, consequent- 
ly it is not known that he will decide in 
the matter, but members of the board 
feel confident that he will not decline the 
honorable position therein offered. 

Since the death of Dr. Kerfoot, June 22: 
of the past summer, the question of his 
Successor has been a matter of wide- 
spread interest to Baptists throughout 
the south. ‘The southern convention in- 
cludes Maryland, Kentucky and Missouri ~ 
and all states south of that line; also 
Cuba. Atlanta is the headquarters of the 
work, and as the nominating committee 
was composed of Atlanta men, the atten- 
tion of Baptists all over the country has 
been turned in this direction awaiting the 
action of the committee, of which Dr. 
Landrum is chairman. 


Difficulties Met With. 


Great difficulty was met in selecting a 
suitable candidate, and after failure to 
reach any agreement earlier in the sum- 
mer, the matter was finally postponed 
until after the vacation season so that 
more deliberate consideration might be 
allowed. In Dr. McConnell the commit- 
tee feels that it has chosen an officer in 
every respect desirable. His unanimous 
election attested the hearty indorsement 
of the home board in the committee’s 
nomination. 

Dr. McConnell, if he accepts the secre- 
taryship—as he undoubtedly will do— 
will succeed the late Dr. Kerfoot, who 
occupied this position for about two years. 
The office is practically permanent, though 
a nominal reelection takes place ‘every 
year. Dr. Kerfoot had been reelected at 
New. Orleans in May just prior to his 
death. 

Previous to Dr. Kerfoot’s administration 
Dr. I. T. Tichenor was corresponding sec- 
retary during a period of eighteen years. 
Subsequently he retired from active du- 
ties on account of advancing years. He 
is now secretary emeritus, with a salary 
of $1,200 a year. His position is thus a 
purely honorary one, though the board 
still benefits by his advice and occasional 
suggestions. 

The salary of the corresponding secre- 
tary is $2,500 a year. 

The announcement of this election will 
be a surprise to many who were not 
aware that the subject would come up at 
the September meeting of the home board, 
and also to those who had been confident 
that the nomination would fall to an At- 
lanta candidate.

Incidentally He Pays a Compliment 
to Joe Wheeler. 


Minneapolis, September: 3.—Vice Presi- 
dent Roosevelt addressed the veterans of 
the civil War and their friends at the 
fourth ward republican club wigwam to- 
day. 

He paid a high tribute to the bravery 
of the First Minnesota regiment at the 
battle of Gettysburg, likening them to 
Tennyson's immortal Light Brigade.

Augusta, Ga., September 3.—(Special.)— 
In the motion for a new trial in the 
case of Mrs. Susan DeLoach v. the Bell 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, be- 
fore Judge W. F. Eve, of the city court, 
a sensational turn was given by Judge 
Callaway, representing the telephone 
company, alleging that DelLoach had not 
been legally divorced from his first wife: 
that his second wife was, therefore, not 
lawfully married to him, and had no 
cause of action against the company be- 
cause of his death. 

It seems that Mrs. DeLoach No. 1 se- 
cured a divorce from her husband in 
Utah, Mr. DeLoach failing to appear, 
and acknowledging service by letter 
only. The contention is interesting from 
a legal standpoint, and has no parallel 
in the history of the local courts. 

DeLoach was killed over a year ago by 
an electric shock while at the top of a 
pole at work for the Bell company. At 
the June term of the court a jury brought 
in a verdict in favor of the plaintiff for 
$10,000, the full amount asked for in the 
petition.

Will Select New White Primary Ex- 
ecutive Committsee.: 


Augusta, Ga., September 3.—(Specia!.)— 
Not as much interest is being manifested 
in the mass meeting of white voters 
scheduled for the court house tomorrow 
night as has been the rule in past years. 
This is due to the fact that there is no 
mayoralty contest at issue this fall and 
little real interest is being manifested 
in the coming election for a councilman 
from each of the five wards of the city, 
and this despite the efforts to precipitate 
an early campaign—the election occurring 
the first Wednesday in December, yet 
three months off.

Cashier Frank C. Lechner, of the Bank 
of Timmonsville, and the owner of val- 
uablé vineyards and real estate at Grif- 
fin, Ga. is missing and the police 
throughout the country have been asked 
to find him. : | 

The disappearance is shrouded in mys- 
tery and the officers have been unable 
as yet to obtain a single clew upon which 
to work. Superintendent Reilly has had 
his detectives make a careful search of 
the city for Lechner, but no trace of 
him can be found. He was last heard 
of here August, 19th and has disappeared 
as completely as if the earth had opened 
and swallowed him. 

Superintendent Beilly received a letter 
yesterday from J. W. Ragsdale, attorney 
for the Bank of Timmonsville, in which 
an account of Lechner’s disappearance 
is given as follows: 

“Some two weeks ago Frank C. Lech- 
ner, for a number of years cashier of 
the Bank of Timmonsville, secured leave 
of absence for several days to visit Grif- 
fin, where he has agricultural interests 
and where his wife and daughter are 
spending the summer. Mr. Lechner was 
to have been absent for not longer than 
feur or five days, but his absence has 
been prolonged and no one knows whcre 
he is. His family in Griffin have heard 
nething: from him, nor have the bank 
directors.”’ 

A card written from Savannah was re- 
ceived feveral days after his departure, 
saying that he had left and would ,re- 
turn a day later, but he has never 
turned up.

Many black eyes and cuts, marks of the 
general fray taat waged for half an hour 
between civilians and soldiers, were dis- 
vlayed today in Savannah. 
enough to find a man who had been in the 
melee. There were plenty of broken 
heads. The fight started between Joe 
Rossiter and a soldier. Rossiter was hit 
on the head over the left eye. Sergeant 
Walter Fleming, of the Savannah police 
department, had a tooth knocked out and 
his upper lin was cut. Policeman P. J. 
Elvers was struck over the eye, Police- 
man J. J. Deigman was cut in the nose, 
Policeman William Hicks was struck on 
the head and Policeman W. H. Harrison 
was struck in several places. The in- 
jured men claim that the soldiers who 
struck them. were armed with brass 
knucks. The wounds were dressed by 
physicians after the injyreq reached the 
city, about midnight. Those named were 
only a few of the injured. 

Mayor Myers was askeu if he had any 
intention of investigating the conduct of 
the policemen in the affray. He replied 
in the negative, saying that in so far as 
he had been able to ascertain. the sol-

FARMERS OF TROUP MEET 
Gathering Was Under Call of Cotton

COTTON SEED WAS DISCUSSED 


ie 


A Resolution Was Adopted Urging 
That the Crop of This Year Be 
Held at Ten Cents. 


LaGrange, Ga., September 3.—(Special.) 
The farmers of Troup county had a rous- 
ing meeting in the court house today. The 
meeting was under the call and control of 
the Cotton Growerst Protective Associa- 
tion, but this organization never shuts 
out any one who has an idea or good 
word for the farmer. 

The ‘cotton seed question was fully 
discussed, and the farmers are satisfied 
that they are making a mistake to sell 
their cotton seed to the oil mills, es 
they are worth considerably more to them 
as a fertilizer than what they get for 
them. 

As a fertilizer, they consider them worth 
about 25 or 30 cents per bushel, and they 
rarely get this much for them. As a 
wheat fertilizer, they are considered one 
of the best. 

The following resolutions, after several 
good talks on the subject, were unani- 
mously adopted: 

‘The Cotton Growers’ Protective As- 
sociation of Troup county, assembled this 
September 3, 1901, issues the following 
statement: 

“From the various sources of informa- 
tion, gathered from growers throughout 
the cotton states, the present crop will 
not exceed, if it reaches, the size of 
last year’s crop. 

“Heretofore large surpluses of previous 
years were on hand as each new crop 
matured, thus depressing our markets. 
At the present time, there is but a 
very small surplus of American cotton, 
and only a fraction over 1,000,000 of the 
world’s supply. Mr. Hester, of New Or- 
leans, a conservative statistician, estli- 
mates the present crop at a fraction over 
10,000,000 bales. The increased demand 
foreshadowed in this country, in England 
and the opening of the China market 
portend good prices for the present crop 
and will be surely realized if our plant- 
ers will not dump the crop on the mar- 
ket as fast as harvested. The present 
crop ought to bring 10 cents per pound, 
and will bring it if wisdom is shown in 
concert of action anfong the producers.

should bring not less than 10 cents. 

“This association respectfully suggests 
to the executive committee through the 
president to issue an address to the cot- 
ton growers of the south, demanding not 
less than 10 cents for the present’ crop 
and to urge speedy organization through- 
out the cotton region.’’ 

Several subjects of interest were dis- 
cussed by the farmers, and many new 
members were added to the list of mem- 
bership. Judge Longley, the local gresi- 
dent, is pushing the organization and it 
is doing much good. 

It was two years ago today that the 
farmers of Troup met and organized the 
first local branch of the Farmers’ Pro- 
tective Association, which ,has_ since 
spread over all the cotton growing states.

CLAIMS THIS MUCH DAMAGE 


Alleges Being Made to Work in Cold 
Weather After His Feet Were 
Frostbitten, Which Re- 
sulted in Loss of 

~ Members. 


Macon, Ga., September 3.—(Special.)— 
Moore & Daly and Robert Hodges, as at- 
torneys for Lee Wimbish, colored, have 
presented a petition to the board of com- 
missioners of Bibb county and the mayor 
and council of the city of Macon, in 
which petitioner claims that the county 
and city are indebted to him in the sum 
of $15,000 as damages for the following 
reasons: 

That, on December 14, 1900, petitioner 
was arrested by’the police of Macon for 
a violation of a city ordinance, and upon 
his trial before the recorder was sen- 
tenced to work on the chaingang for sixty 
days., That he was turned over by the 
city“authorities to the chaingang author- 
itves of Bibb county as required by law. 
That while thus in the custody of law 
he was assaulted and beaten by the 
guards and those in charge of said gang 
cruelly and maliciously. That, while serv- 
ing his sentence, he was forced to work 
in the coldest sort of weather in the mud 
and rain upon the public roads of said 
county, and while thus engaged both of 
his feet became frost bitten to such extent 
that it was impossible for him to work, 
and upon this being reported to those in 
charge of said gang he was cruelly struck 
in the face with a whip by those in 
charge and his nose cruelly lacerated and 
mutilated. 

That said county chaingang authorities 
worked petitioner with his feet so frost- 
bitten in the coldest sort of weather until 
it was impossible for him to work any 
more, and he was finally sent to the Roff 
Home, where he was placed in charge of 
the county physician, on or about Janu- 
ary 3, 1901, who found it was necessary 
to amputate petitioner's feet on account 
of the fact that the same were badly 
frost-bitten as aforesaid. That his feet 
were amputated at Roff Home by Drs. 
Little and Ferguson, under the direction 
of the county physician. 

That, while in said county chaingang, 
petitioner’s ears became frost-bitten, 
and by reason of the negligence of said 
county authorities he _ suffered great 
bodily pain and anguish, and he is now a 
helpless cripple, unable to earn -a liveli- 
hood. That at the time of his imprison- 
meént he was in good health and perfectly 
souni physically. That, being in the cus- 
tody of the law, it was the duty of those 
in charge of his person to protect him 
from exposure, and not to force him to 
work in weather and under conditions 
calculated to injure him Physically. Pe- 
titioner gives this notice in terms of the 
law, that the same may be adjusted, and 
compensation paid for his said damages. 

Wimbish, the above mentioned petition- 
er, was found on the back porch of N 
M. Block’s house on the night of Decem- 
ber 14 last, between 12 and 1 o'clock, and 
when discovered by Mr. Block he ran and 
was fired at by Mr. Block several times. 
He was arrested bv the police, and when 
arraigned in the recorder’s court Wimbish 
declared that he was drunk and did not 
know what he was doing. 

The recorder sentenced him to pay $20 
or sixty days on the chaingang for being 
drunk and disorderly.

Calhoun, Ga., September 3.—(Special.)— 
The case of Russell York, charged with 
kidnaping, came uv in the_ superior 
ccurt here today and attracted wile at- 
tention. The court house was crowded 
all the forenoon by an immense throng. 
bent on hearing all the evidence in this 
unusual case. 

The prisoner was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to four sears in the penitentiary. 

York is a young man of about twenty- 
five years of age. and has a wife in this 
county, from whom he has been sepa- 
rated about one year. For some time he 
had been workine for Joe Campbell, who 
runs a saw mill near town. Campbell 
has a young daughter, about fifteen years 
old, to whom York had been paying some 
attention, contrary to the wish of the 
father. 

About three months ago York met Miss 
Campbell one night near” her father's 
home and together they walked to Adairs- 
ville, a distance of 10 miles, and boarded 
the early morning train for Cartersville. 
From Cartersville they went to Emerson 
and out into the country a few miles 
to where & relative of York lived. 

Officers were soon on their trall and 
when they arrived at the country home 
found York, who was at work in a field 
near the house. He was placed under ar- 
rest, but just as he was told to get 
into the buggy by the officers, he made 
a break for liberty and succeeded in 
gaining the woods and escaping. 

That night he was not so successful 
in makirfg an escape, and was captured 
at another house near where he was 
found that morning. He was brought to 
Calhoun and placed in jail, where he 
remained until the trial of today. : 

Russell York’s father, who lives near 
town, was also tried and found guilty 
today of aiding his son in an attempt to 
break jail, but has not been sentenced. 
He procured a file and passed it to his 
son in the jail, but one of the men con- 
flned in the cells informed the jailer 
of the fact and a search was made of 
York’s cell and the file taken from him.

For the last two 
or three years his family has been living 
at Stone Mountain, and he came home 
every night after his work was done in 
Atlanta. 

On Tuesday morning he came to At- 
lanta and was to write to his wife on 
Wednesday. Wednesday came and na 
letter was received. Day after day pass- 
ed by without tidings of the missing 
man. Friends visiting Atlanta reported 
that they failed to find him. At last the 
family determined to send a representa- 
tive to see if the dead man, of whose 
death they had read in the papers, was 
the missing member o1 their family. An 
examination of the clothes of the dead 
man removed all doubts and completely 
identified him as the missing Paul John- 
son. 

So yesterday morning mother, sister 
and wife came to Atlanta to arrange

End of Important Constitu- 
tional Gathering at Mont- 
gomery Yesterday. 


“THE ADJOURNMENT MARKED 
BY SPEECHES AND SONGS 


‘When Roll Was Called All But Three 
Put Their Names to |New In- 
striment — One Repub- 
lican and Two Popu- 
lists Decline. 


Montgomery, Ala., September 3.—(Spe- 
eial.)}—-The Alabama constitutional con- 
vention of 1901 has passed into history. 
‘The convention adjourned sine die at 
2:10 o'clock this afternoon amid scenes 
of bustle and enthusiasm, and in the 
Presence of a brilliant assemblage: of 
spectators. 

This morning the new constitution was 
read at length from the parchment upon 
which it. had been engrossed and after- 
wards the delegates came forward and 
signed their names to it alphabetically. 
Each of the delegates were presented with 
a pen, which, after signing the document, 
they carefully preserved and will carry 
to their homes. 

The president of the convention signed 
the document with a pen sent him by H. 
L. McKee, formerly of Selma. It was 


with this pen that the call for the first 


and second conventions was signed. It 
will.be prepared and presented the Girls’ 
Industrial school at Montevallo. 

The morning was spent in speeches, 
‘passing around compliments, resolutions 
of thanks, singing good old songs and 
presenting testimonials. President Knox 
was the hero of the hour. He not only 
had resolutions in his honor and speeches 
to the resolutions, but a solid gold watch 

.to back the lip service of the enthusias- 
.tic delegates. A handsome silver tea ser- 
vice was given to the clerk, Frank Julian, 
and another to the reading clerk, Colo- 
nel W. W. Brandon. 
_ The committee on harmony had a little 
‘jubilation of its own and presented its 
chairman, Captain Frank White, with a 
tgold watch, chain and locket. 

C. P. Beddow, Captain Frank White and 
[General John W. <A. Sanford made 
epeeches pledging their support to the 
‘new constitution, and thus the last of- the 
doubtf democrats fell in line. When 
the fi roll was called all but three of 
the delegates came forward and put their 
names to the new instrument. These 
were Mr. Studdard, the republican from 
Fayette; Mr. Foshee, the populist from 
‘Conecuh, and Mr. Reynolds, the popu- 
‘ist from Chilton. The signing by the 
other populist members does not pledge 
them to support the constitution, being 
a mere attestation by the delegates that 
this instrument was legally and regularly 
passed. 

During allthe three months the ladies of 
the White House Association have run a 
lunch and cigar stand in the rotunda, and 
Ihave cleared over $400. They came in for 
' La rebolution of thank®# presenfed’ by Mr. 
Ford, of Pike, and in their turn thanked 
‘the convention through Governor Jones. . 

After the signing, Mr. Spears, the pop- 
ulist-republican from St. Clair, was put in 
the chair and enthusiasm rose high. The 
delegates stood up and sung “Auld Lang 
Syne”’ and prayer was offered by Rev. 
A. L. Andrews and then the delegates 
went up one by one and shook hands with 
President Knox. Many strong men shed 
‘tears today over the closing scenes and 
the final ggodbys. The younger members 
'were still singing songs when the podli- 
ticilans who have charge of the constitu- 
tion were at work in the senate chamber 
planning’the ratification.

First Business Meeting of Twelfth 
Annual Convention Is Held. 


THE DELEGATES NUMBER 560 


President Parsons, in an Address, 
Defends His Administration 
Against Criticism Made. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., Séptember 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The first business meeting of the 
twelfth annual convention of the National 
Association of Letter Carriers was called 
to order at the auditorium at 10:30 o’clock 
this morning by President John N. Par- 
sons. 


The convention could not be organized, 
because the committee on credentials was 
not ready to report, but speeches were 
made by President Parsons, Postmaster 
R..8.

The New York delegates who came by 
boat were delayed by an accident at sea, 
and did not arrive until a late hour last 
night. 

At the afternoon session the committee 
on credentials made a preliminary report, 
Showing that 560 delegates were in at- 
tendance, with 367 proxies represented 
by delegates present. The committee was 
given further time to report on contested 
cases. 

President Parsons announced the com-

President Parsons then read his annual 
report. He reviewed in detail the man- 
agement of the affairs of the association 
the past year, and defended his adminis- 
tration against sharp criticisms that have 
been made. 

The reports of Secretary E. J. Cantwell 
and Treasurer McDonald were read, 
showing total receipts for the past year 
of $27,413.08; total disbursements, $22,375.49; 
balance on hand September 1. $5,059.54. 

The association held no business session 
tonight, but was entertained bv a cake- 
walk by southern negroes at the audi- 
torium. Tomorrow the members of the 
convention will be given an excursion to 
Chickamauga park. A business session 
will be held tomorrow night. 


TEMPERANCE CRUSADE IS ON. 


Young People of Indianapolis Are 
Working Up Evidence. 


Indianapolis, September 3.—The tem- 
perance societies of the city have begun 
a crusade against the liquor law violators, 
and it is expected that within a few days 
affidavits will be filed against two or three 
hundred ‘Saloon keepers who have been 
keeping their places of business open on 
Sunday, after hours and on holidays. In- 
stead of employing detectives and spies 
to secure the evidence, the members of 
the Young People’s Christian Temperance 
Union have taken the matter into their 
own hands, and all evidence has been 
obtained by them. 


Cotton Mill Reorganized. 
Charlotte, N. C., September 3.—The Lo- 
ray Cotton Mill Company at Gastonia 
has been reorganized under a new char- 
ter obtained under the laws of Maine. 
The Loray' will be a $1,500,000 plant, 
operating 50,000 spindles and 1,680 looms. 
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Oscar W. Underwood, of Birmingham, and 
congressman from the _ ninth district, 
would be elected chairman of the cam- 
paign committee. He was championed 
by Mr. Lowe. 

Mr. Bowie, congressman-elect from the 
fourth district, was backed by Mr. Knox, 
and the issue had in it a little touch of 
the feeling that has recently arisen be- 
tween Messrs. Knox and Lowe. Under- 
wood won by a vote of 12 to 6. He will at 
once open headquarters in Birmingham 
and conduct the campaign from there.

TEXTILE STRIKE 
REMAINS IN FORCE 


Operatives of Olympia, Granby and 
Richland Mills Still On. 


SAY MILL MEN BROKE FAITH 


Reinstatement, and No Questions 
Asked, Promised—When Work 
Was Resumed, Efforts 
Made to Have Unions 
Renounced. 


Columbia, S. C., September 3.—(Special.) 
The strike of the operatives in the Olym- 
pia, Granby and Richland cotton mills 
is still on. The textile unfon has been 
initiating new members each night and 
as a result the mills have had their force 
reduced from some 1,700 to about 700 oper- 
atives. 

Of the operatives who are still at work, 
fully half the number are children. 

A settlement seemed certain last night, 
as the directors of the mills gave to the 
operatives through mediators asurances 


that all operatives would be reinstated . 


in the mills this morning, and no ques- 
tions would be asked them as to whether 
they were unionists or not. This proposi- 
tion was accepted by the union last night, 
as it contained all that the strikers had 
asked for. 

This morning the operatives did as 
they had agreed and returned to the 
mills, but were not allowed to remain 
until they would abjure the union, the 
same condition which the president, W. 
B. Smith Whaley, had laid down a week 
ago. As they refused this, the operatives 
were again locked out. 

At the meeting of the union tonight it 
was resolved unanimously that the direc- 
tors or management would have to put 
their proposition in black and white be- 
fore the operatives would in any way 
consider it. The operatives declare that 
positions and transportation have been 
offered them in other mills in South Car- 
olina and that they will begin moving 
away immediately. 


NEW CONGRESSMEN GAINED. 


Three More Secured in the State of 
Texas. 

Ausin, Tex., September 3.—The free 
conference committee report on congres- 
sional apportionment bill was today 
adopted by both houses and the bill will 
doubtless be approved by the governor. 
Texas gains three congressmen and the 
bill provides for sixteen districts. 

In the effort to give each large city and 
each of the precincts a congressman the 
map of the new districts has been con- 
siderably altered. The present congress- 
men are placed in separate districts with 
one exception, two of them being doubled 
in the new ninth. All of the districts are 
safely democratic except that in which 
Houston is located. 


FATAL EXPLOSION OF BOILER. 


Engineer Killed Instantly, Another 
Man Fatally Injured. 
Knoxville, Tenn., September 3.—(Spe- 
ial.\—A fatal boiler explosion occurred 
at Daileytown, 12 miles north of Green- 
ville, this morning. Engineer Alfred Har- 
ris was instantly killed. Charles New- 
berry was fatally injured and may not 
recover. John Hatley and John Watten- 
barger were injured, but not fatally. 
The engine had been used in operating 
a threshing machine. The boiler was old 
and the accident is attributed to its de- 
fectiveness. It -was owned by John Wat- 
tenbarger, one of the men injured, 


OSCAR W. UNDERWOOD ACCEPTS 


Will Lead Campaign for Ratification 
of New Constitution. 

Birmingham, Ala., September 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Congressman Oscar W. Under- 
wood, of the ninth Alabama district, who 
today was chosen by the state demo- 
cratic executive .committee to lead the 
campaign for the ratification of the new 
constitution for Alabama, tonight an- 
nounced his acceptance of the jeader- 
ship. In a few days he will name his 
committee and after a short trip to 
Washington will return to Alabama, open 
headquarters in Birmingham and com- 
mence a vigorous campaign. 

He says that the election for the rati- 
fication will occur in November and that 
there will be a big majority for ratifica- 
tion. He says that the campaign wil] be 
principally for the purpose of showing 
the people the difference between § the 
new and the old constitutions when its 
ratification will re absolutely certain. 

Congressman Underwood's selection and 
acceptance of the leadership will tend to 
reduce much of the opposition evinced 
in the northern part of the state to the 
new constitution.

DEATH DECREED 
TO GUERRILLAS 


No Mercy Shown Bandits in 
the Philippines by United 
States Authorities. 


ON THIRTEEN MURDERERS 
SENTENCE IS EXECUTED 


And Others Have Eeen Given Long 
Terms of Imprisonment—In the 
Case of Geromillo General 
Chaffee Disapproves 
the Sentence. 


Washington, September 3.—The out- 
rages committed by armed guerrillas and 
bandits against innocent ~ Filipinos con- 
tinue to be rigorously dealt with by the 
authorities of the Philippines. The rec- 
ords in about twenty cases were received 
at the war @epartment today. They 
show that the death penalty was inflicted 
upon thirteen murderers by military com- 
missions, and tnat. five offenders were 
sentenced to hard labor of from fifteen 
to thirty years. In the case of Simplicio 
Geromillo, who was senjenced to be hang- 
ed by a military commission for acting 
as a leader of an armed band of in- 
surgents and firing upon and killing two 
American soldiers, although at the time 
living under the protection of the military 
authority of the United States as an 
amigo, General Chaffee disapproved the 
sentence and ordered the prisoner liber- 
ated. Says General Chaffee in his in- 
dorsement: 

“The finding cannot logically be sus- 
tained. The killing of the sol- 
diers in an engagement with a regular 
detachment of the public enemy is not 
murder, but a natural consequence inci- 
dental to a state of war. It is not con- 
tended that the accused himself did the 
killing, and, as these American soldiers 
fell in battle, only on the theory that he 
was one of a band combined for the com- 
mission of murder, could be held for mur- 
der, which theory does not meet the facts 
proved. The accused is doubtless guilty, 
and could have been convicted of being a 
war traitor in that while living within 
the lines of the United States occupation 
he aided and abetted the enemy, but for 
this offense he was not tried, and the re- 
viewing authority may not substitute one 
finding for another.’’ 


FIGHTING JUDGE HUMPHREYS. 


His Removal Sought by the Ha- 
waiian Bar Association. 
Washington, September 3.—Abram_ 5S. 
Humphreys, judge of the circuit court 
of the first judicial circuit, Hawaii, who 
is under charges by members of the bar 
association of the Hawaiian islands, who 
ask for his removal, and F. W. Hankey, 
who represents the bar association in the 
controversy, held a conference with At- 
torney General Knox today, lasting sev- 

eral hours. 

The substance of the charges is that 
Judge Humphreys controls and is active- 
ly engaged in the publication of a partisan 
newspaper, while exercising the powers 
and performing the duties of circuit 
judge; that he takes an active part in 
bitter political controversies; that he 


{used his powers as judge to promote his 
own personal and political ends; that he | 


is harsh, tyrannical and vindictive to- 
ward members of the bar and others, and 
that he has held in disregard the obliga- 
tions devolving upon him as judge and 
has brought the same into public disre- 
pute and under suspicion. 

In his reply Judge Humphréys states 
that he owns a controlling interest in The 
Honolulu Republican, but upon receipt of 
his commission as judge he severed all 
connection with the editorial policy or ut- 
terances of the paper. He denies all the 
other charges. 

At the conclusion of the conference 
Attorney General Knox stated that he 
would give the matter prompt attention, 
and would likely present his conclusions 
to the president. 


AMERICAN STATES TO CONFER. 


All Doubt Regarding Conference in 
Mexico City Removed. 
Washington, September 3.—All doubt 
concerning the holding of an interna- 
tional conference of American states in 
the City of Mexico was removed today 
when announcement was made that Peru 
had appointed three of her most eminent 
men as delezates to the conference. At 
one time the conference was in jeopardy 
owing to the fact that Peru and perhaps 
other countries desired to have the con- 
ference consider arbitration of certain 
pending boundary disputes, while Chile 
wished the conference to keep hands off 
pending troubles between herself and 

Peru and Bolivia. 

Chile some time ago appointed delegates 
as a result of satisfactory assurances 
that were not well received by Peru. 
However, the last named country has 
now acquiesced in the pragramme ar- 
ranged, and, according to advices sent to 
the state department by Minister Dudley, 
and subsequently confirmed by Senor 
Calderon, the Peruvian minister to the 
United States, Peru has named Senor 
Alzamore, vice president of the Peruvian 
republic, Minister Calderon and Senor 
Elmore, chief justice of the supreme 
court of Peru,.as her delegates.

Proposes To Combine Coal Com- 
panies of Six States,

WILL RIVAL STEEL TRUST 


If the Magnate’s Plans Are Carried 
Out the Prospect Will Mean 
the Consoiidation of Near- 
ly $300,000,000 of 
Invested Capital. 


Pittsburg, September 3.—All the bitu- 
minous coal mining companies of Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, West 
Virginia and Kentucky are to be con- 
solidated into one great corporation by 
the J. Pierpont Moran syndicate. The 
enormous proportions of this corporation 
can hardly be realized. The fact that 
the Pittsburg Coa: Company, with its 
capital of $64,000,000, and the Monongahela 
River Consolidated Coal and Coke Com- 
pany, with its capital of $30,000,000, are 
to be included in the greater consolida- 
tion brings the matter strongly before 
Pittsburg coal operators. These two cor- 
porations practically control all the out- 
put in the Pittsburg district and extend 
their operations well down toward West 
Virginia in two directions. Officers of 
these companies are expected to attend 
a meeting of the coal onerators in New 
York on Thursday of next week, at which 
the preliminary steps toward the forma- 
tion of the great combine will be taken. 

Other interests that will be represented 
from the Pennsylvania fields will be from 
the Berwind-White company, the New 
Fairmont Coal Company, and a large 
number of smaller corporations of this 
kind. Still other interests to be repre- 


sented will be from Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, | 


Kentucky and West Virginia, where dur- 
ing the past few months movements have 
been on foot for the consolidation of the 
coal interests of*those states into state 
corporations for those particular fields. 
Railroads Are Interested. 

The railroads are also taking a keen in- 
terest in the project, and, owing to the 
Morgan interests predominating in that 
field, the consolidation is looked upon as 
being unusually stréng. The Pennsylva- 
ni Railroad Company, the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad Company and western 
roads, all under the Morgan influence, are 
associated, it is said, in thé great move- 
ment which promises to rival in its im- 
portance the recent organization of the 
United States Steel Corporation. The 
plans for the consolidation have been go- 
Ing on quietly for- some months. The 
plan of action is said to have been to 
first get the minor corporations of one 
state and the individual operators into 
one company on the same basis as the 
Pittsburg Coal Company. After this has 
been accomplished, the intention was to 
7 group all the companies and control them 
by a parent corporation as a_  stock- 
owning company only. 

The combination of the Ohio fields is 
said to have been brought into fairly 
good shape. The Indiana fields and those 
in Illinois are also in form for the final 
move, as recent corporation plans there 
have brought the many individual coal 
interests together. In Kentucky the plan 
is still in an embryotic state, but a com- 
pany has been planned with a capital of 
$10,000,000 to take up all the coal mines 
there. 


Difficulty in West Virginia. 


The West Virginia fields are perhaps the 
most difficult to handle, owing to their 
location and their varied ownerships. It 
is said that the promoters have practic- 
ally abandoned the plan of including the 
Pocahontas field in the general plan for 
the greater trust. Mr. Bacon, one of the 
active partners of Mr. Morgan, has been 
spending several weeks in West Virginia 
during the past summer and early last 
spring getting options on much coal prop- 
erty, and included in this was much unde- 
veloped coal land in that state. The total 
holdings in that state are said to be very 
large, and aside from the Pocahontas 
fields and that portion in the Flat Top 
region embrace about all available lands 
and much that will be held in reserve for 
years. The completion of this great 
project will mean the consolidation of 
from $200,000,000 to $300,000,000 of invested 
capital. This will represent not only the 
undeveloped properties in the six states, 
but also the actual coal properties under 
development. There are millions of acres 
of coal lands that the greater trust will 
hold in reserve for future use, while its 
present working properties will be suffi- 
client for a vast increase in the develop- 
ment of the coal trade not only in this 
country, but in the South American coun- 
tries and Europe. The plans in view are 
said to include a general distribution of 
the coal from the best suited fields to 
the market nearest them. 


FIRST STAKE DRIVEN. HOME. 


&t. Louis Is Pushing Work on the 
Expositicn Grounds. 

St. Louis, September 3.—Just four 
months from the date of organization 
of the exposition company the first s‘take 
of the world’s fair to be held in this city 
in 1908, to celebrate the one hundredth 
anwiversry of the Louisiana purcnase, 
was driven today on the site at Forest 
park. Officers and directors of the Lou- 
isiana Purchase Exposition Company, 
municipal officers and others assembled 
this forenoon on the site near the struc- 
tural center of the grounds and there the 
stake was driven by William H. Thomp- 
gon, chairman of the committee on 
grounds and buildings. Addresses by ex- 
position officers followed, 

At the conclusion of the ceremonies 
the stake, which had been specially pre- 
pared for the occasion, was withdrawn 
for preservation and a stake ordinarily 
used by surveyors substituted for it. 

According to the plans adopted ly the 
commission of architects, the principal 
buildings will be built on foundation 
lines radiating from the £ where the 
first stake was driven.

Caused Young Ramsey to Fall Back 
in a Tremble. 


ASEED TO IDENTIFY DEAD 


He Complied, Not Knowing That 
His Mother Had Been Man- 
gled by Train. 


Milwaukee, Wis., September 3.—Mrs. 8. 
S. Barney, of West Bend, wife of Con- 
gressman 8. 8. Barney, of the fifth dis- 
trict, and Mrs. W. H. Ramey, Sr., of 
Port Washington, wife of a former state 
bank comptroller, were killed by a North- 
western train this afternoon one mile 
south of the Port Washington station. 
The women were driving across the track 
and the train struck them. 

For over two hours the remains lay at 
the station at Port Washington, where 
they were taken by the train which 
struck them, no one being able to iden- 
tify them. Their identification proved a 
tragic affair. W. H. Ramsey, Jr., who 
was about to take a train from Port 
Washington, was asked to see if he 
could recognize the bodies. Mr. Ramsey 
stepped into the waiting room where the 
bodies lay covered with sheets. He pick- 
ed up the covering upon the body of Mrs. 
Barney, but the remains were so terri- 
bly mangled he coul& not make out the 
features. He lifted the cover from the 
other body and fell back trembling, with 
blanched face. He had loked upon tha 
dead face of his mother. 

Congreseman Barney was trying a case 
in court at the time. He was overcome 
by the shock and court adjourned. 


FORMER QUEEN IS SUBMISSIVE 


Liliuokalani Will Not Continue Her 
Fight on Dole. 


Honolulu, August 27, via San Francisco, 
September 3.—(Correspondence of the As- 
sceciated Press.)—Former Queen  Liliuo- 
kalani is reported to have reached the 
conclusion that the home rulers are mak- 
ing a mistake in spending their time and 
energy in efforts to have Governor Dole 
removed. At a recent meeting of na- 
tives where the matter of choosing a 
man to be advocated as Dole’s successor 
was discussed Senator Kalaukalani, who 
is regarded as the queen’s political agent 
and adviser, advocated letting the matter 
drop altogether. 

Acting Governor Cooper recently re- 
ceived an interesting letter from John 
Kaluhi, a native who was a magistrate 
of’ Koolau, Oahu, at the time of the 
overthrow of the monarchy. At that 
time Kaluhi resigned, refusing to take 
the oath of allegiance to the provisional 
government of the republic. Recently the 
position became vacant and he wrote to 
Cooper stating that he had felt com- 
pelled to resign vears ago because of his 
rcyalist sympathies; but now that all 
the people in Hawaii were Americans, 
he would like the position again. He was 
appointed. 


EMPEROR IS BESTED BY CHUN. 


Chinese Envoy Seems to Have Had 
" His Own Way. 


Potsdam, September 3.—Prince Chun 
arrived here this afternoon from Switzer- 
land. He was received at the railroad 
station by the town commandant and 
the chief of police and was driven to 
the Orangery in San Souci park. 

It is said that Emperor William will 
receive the Chinese envoy in the new 
palace at noon tomorrow. 

It is generally conceded here that the 
settlement of the Chun difficulty marks 
another success for Chinese diplomacy. 
The expiatory mission has become shorn 
of all semblance of a national spectacle 
illustrating German imperial supremacy 
and has dwindled down to a private re- 
ception of a rather unwelcome envoy, 
who has had matters all his own way 
regarding the performance of his er- 
rand. 

The first flush of satisfaction at being 
rescued from an awkward position hav- 
ing passed, the press and public now vent 
their spleen upon Count von Buelow, who 
has really saved the government from 
an absolute flasco. The pan-German pa- 
pers are particularly bitter. They de- 
ride the imperial chancellor with a lack 
of stamina and refer to the incident as 
the ‘“‘greatest snub since Olmuetz.”’

Mysterious Mcssages From = Bern- 
hardt Arouse Curiosity at Paris. 
Paris, September 3.—A fortnight ago 

Sarah Bernhardt promised her services 

at a charitable performance at St. Malo, 

but she did not appear and wrote two 
days afterwards that she had an in- 
credible experience on board a yacht, 
which, however, she could not narrate.

Cormick, 12 years old, shot and killed 
Antonio Soto, a playmate, 16 years old, 
today with a 22-caliber rifle. A couple in 
a buggy drove by, and McCormick raised 
the rifle and said: 

“T will take a shot at them.”’ 

Soto prevented him from carrying out 
his intention and McCormick, in a rage, 
shot ‘Soto.

OF METHODISTS 


Every Quarter of Globe Sends 
Delegates to Ecumenical 
Conference. 


MINISTERS FROM SOUTH 
ARE HIGHLY HONORED 


Opening Sermon Will Be Delivered 
by Bishop Galloway Today. 
Object of Conference Is to 
Bring About Methodist 
Federation. 


London, September 3.—The third ecu- 
menical conference of all branches of 
world-wide Methodism will begin in Wes- 
ley’s chapel in historic City Road Wed- 
nesday. A large number of American 
delegates put in an appearance today and 
are arranging for seats, etc. Nineteen 
American bishops and 270 delegates will 
participate in the mgeting. Bishop Gallo- 
way, of Jackson, Miss., will preach the 
opening sermon. 

The significance of the ecumenical con- 
ference is that it is part of a comprehen- 
sive movement, having for its object the 
federation of all branches of Methodism. 
The conference will remain in session ten 
days. 7 

Scope of the Conference. 


The conference will be composed of 600 
delegates, representing 8,000,000 members 
and 35,000,000 adherents, divided among 
nearly thirty different denominations 
springing from the teachings of John 
Wesley. A programme consisting of ser- 
mons, addresses, papers and open dis- 
cussions of subjects of common interest 
to all Methodists, and, in fact, of in- 
terest to all Christendom, will be carried 
out. There will be no law-making or 
tinkering with creeds. All that is said 
or done will cluster around the central 
purpose of the conference—the fraternal 
cooperation of all Methodists in carrying 
forward Christian work. It is under- 
stood, as a matter of course, that Eng- 
lish, Irish and continental Methodists 
will be there in large numbers along 
with those from the United States, 
Canada and other countries. 

Quite a number of distinguished Ameri- 
can Methodists will have prominent 
places on the programme. Foremost in 
the list. is Bishop Charles B. Galloway, 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, south, 
who, as has been stated, will preach the 
opening sermon on Wednesday morning. 
Bishop Galloway is one of the active pro- 
moters of fraternal relations between the 
Methodists of the north and the south in 
the United States. The place assigned to 
him is one of marked honor. 

Responses to the addresses of welcome 
by British clergymen will be made by 
Bishop John F. Hurst, Rev. John Potts, 
D.D., of Canada; Bishop A. Walters, of 
the African Methodist Episcopal Zion 
church, and Hon. W. C. Adamson, of the 
Methodist Protestant church. 

Dr. John F. Coucher, president of the 
Woman's college at Baltimore, will read 
an essay on “The Present Position of 
Methodism in America,’’ and will be fol- 
lowed by William Johnson, of Canada, 
who will deliver an address on the same 
subject. 

“The Influence of Methodism in the 
Promotion of International Peace’’ is the 
subject assigned to Bishop D. «a. Good- 
sell.

Historic City Road Chapel. 


City Road Chapel, where the conference 
will be held, is the cathedral of inter- 
national Methodism. The foundation was 
laid on April 21, 1777. Mr. John Wesley 
personally placed the first stone in posi- 
tion in the presence of a great throng of 
spectators. A part of the exercises was @ 
sermon by Mr. Wesley on the words ‘‘Ac- 
cording to this time, it shall be said, what 
hath God wrought?’ Although he was 
then an old man, he personally raised the 
money and superintended tue erection of 
the building. He made collections from 
Methodists in all parts of the country. On 
one occasion, after preaching at Keigh- 
ley, he stood with a companion, hat in 
hand, near a path and as the people 
passed they dropped in their contribu- 
tions. Thus he gathered $35 for the new 
chapel at one time. Sunday, November 
1, 1778, the new house of worship was 
opened. It was a neat and well ar- 
ranged structure and at the time of its 
erection had the largest auditorium of 
any similar building in London. - “At 
length,’’ says Wesley. in writing of the 
matter, ‘‘we have a house capable of 
containing the whole society.” Previous 
to this the foundry had been the chief 
meeting place of the Methodists. 

The dwelling house, which is still stand- 
ing on the south side of the chapel (No. 
47 City Road) and will be visited by all 
of the delegates, was the home of Wesley 
and his preachers. It still contains a 
number of articles of furniture used by 
Mr. Wesley, among the collection being 
his old chair and writing desk. Wesley 
died in this house. In the cemetery back 
of the dwelling his remains lie buried 
surrounded by the graves of more than 
6,000 of his devoted preachers and mem-

Vice President’s Speech at Minneap- 
olis Offands the Germans. 


YANKEE JINGOISM ‘Is FEARED 


———— 


Predicted That United States Will 
Embark on Policy of World- 
Wide Expansion. 


Berlin, September, 3.—Several papers 
comment today upon Vice President 
Roosevelt’s speech at the Minnesota fair 
regarding the part the United States 
should play among the great nations. 
“One sees how leading American poli- 
ticilans demand an extension of the 
sphere of power of the United States,” 
Says The Vossische Zeitung. “‘One sees 
this purpose more sharply emphasized in 
the opposition offered to Europedn in- 
fluences. One sees also how the United 
States claim domiciliary rights in the in- 
ternal and external affairs of all Ameri- 
can countries. 

“If, therefore, a conviction exists that 
the North Americans are ready at any 
time to go far beyond their rights and 
duties, mixing in the affairs of the 
weaker American countries, there is no 
cause for wonder. If people outside of the 
United States are really in error regard- 
ing the intentions of the United States, 
the Americans have themselves to blame. 
Mr. Roosevelt spoke quite in the well 
known tone.’ 

The utterances of the vice president re- 
ferred to are interpreted by The Vossis- 
che Zeitung to mean that the United 
States must use their forces against any 
American country designing to attack 
and that the Washington government 
must “‘mix itself in matters with which, 
according to international law, it really 
should have nothing to do.”’ 

In conclusion The Vossische Zeitung 
says: 

“We know of no European country 
th#® is trying to secure territorial exten- 
sion anywhere in America unless it be 
Great Britain, which is insisting upon 
the observance of treaty rights in con- 
nection with the Nicaragua canal. The 
only country in the world now following 
a policy of expansion in America is the 
United States. The Americans think fit 
for domestic political reasons to’ show 
distrust as regards Europe, whereas Eu- 
rope has better grounds for observing the 
plans of the United States with a rea- 
sonable distrust.’’ 

The Berliner Tageblatt says: 

“The speech of the American vice pres- 
ident is a reassertion of the Monroe doc- 
trine in the jingo sense and shows how 
widespread in the United States is the 
chimera of Euronvean powers seeking ter- 
ritorial expansion in the western hemi- 
sphere.”’ 

The National Zeitung, which says “that 
the speech may be treated lightly, as Mr. 
Roosevelt delivers it often,” adds: 

“After Secretary Hay has clearly de- 
fined the policy of the United States 
with reference to isthmian troubles, Mr. 
Roosevelt’s remarks amount, more or 
less, to a repetition of the declaration 
of the leader of the foreign policy of the 
United States.’’ 

The Lokal Anzeiger says: 

“Mr. Roosevelt claims for the United 
States the role of arbitrator and dictator 
of all America, whereas no European 
power shows the slightest disposition to 
interfere.’’ 


KRAUSE HELD WITHOUT BAIL. 


Great Britain Will Prosecute the 
Boer for High Treason. 
London, September 3.—Dr. Krause, 
former governor of Johannesburg and a 
prominent official of the late Transvaal 
government, who was taken into custody 
in London last night, was charged at the 
Bow street police court,.today with high 
treason in the Transvaal under the 
fugitive offenders’ law, and was remand- 

ed for a week without bail. 

No evidence except as to Dr. Krause’s 
arrest being .offered Sir George Lewis, on 
behalf of the prisoner, asked if any depo- 
sition against his client supporting the 
charge existed. Prosecutor Muir replied 
that there was, of course, on information 
against the governor in Cape Colony. 
The police here, he said, had acted upon 
telegraphic instructions. The police tes- 
tifled that Dr. Krause when arrested 
looked at the warrant and remarked: 
“The charge is absurd.” 


NO QUARTER GIVEN OR TAKEN. 


War to the Death Being Waged in 
South Africa. — 


Cape Town, September 3.—It its report- 
ed that Commandant Myburg has issued 
an order directing that all armed colo- 
nials captured after September 15 are to 
be shot, 

Captain Wollis, with a patrol of twentv- 
five men from Oudtshoorn, was taken in 
ambush near Meringspoort. He and two 
men escaped, three others were killed 
and four wounded, and the rest, who 
surrendered and took the oath of neu- 
trality, were released. 

A mounted force of Boers has lootcd 
Barridy!l, in the Swellendam district, 140 
miles from Cape Town. 

Scheeper’s Boer command passed close 
to Montague yesterday and had a slight 
brush with the local scouts. They had 
spare horses and were apparently well 
equipped. A column of troops has gone 
in pursuit. 

London, September 4.—‘‘DeWet has is- 
sued a proclamation,” says a dispatch to 
The Daily Mail from Cape Town, “that 
he will shoot all British troops found in 
Orange River colony after September 15.”’ 

A dispatch from Lord Kitchener dated 
Pretoria says: : 

“Since August 26 the columns report 
NS Boers killed, 3 wounded, 212 made 
prisoners and 127 surrendered, and that 
19% rifles, 27,570 rounds of ammunition, 
1.700 horses and 7,500 head of cattle have 
been captured. 

The colonial office published today a 
dispatch from the governor of Cap®é Colo- 
ny Sir Hely-Walter-Hely Hutchinson re- 
ceived September 1 announcing that the 
Boers on August 28 captured two un- 
armerl British scouts near Haareekloof 
and shot them in cold blood. 

The Daily Telegraph, in the course of 
an editorial on the South African situa- 
tion, says: 

“There is nothing to prevent Lord Mil- 
ner from recognizing a government 
chosen from among the Boers who have 
already submitted and from arranging 
with them the terms of a general sur- 
render. After such a formal peace has 
been made every man taken with arms 
would be liable to be shot as a rebel.” 


ANARCHISTS FOLLOWING CZAR. 


Two Members of Berlin Group Ar- 
rested at Copenhagen. 
Copenhagen, September 3.—Just after 
the czar’s arrival the Russian secret ser- 
vice police arrested two suspects who 
had been prowling about the chateau 
for the imperial party.

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STRIKERS LOSE 
ON EVERY HAND. 


Steel Combine Officials Claim 
That They Are Winning 
All Along the Line. 


BUT STRIKERS ASSERT 
COMBINE IS BLUFFING 


Claimed That the Mills Which Have 
Resumed Are Turning Out Lit- 
' tle Work-—-Matters at Mc- 
Keesport Are Re- 
ported Quiet. 


Pittsburg, Pa., September 3.—Develop- 
ments today in the steel strike show de- 
cided gains for the manufacturers. The 
accession of thirty-two skilled men to the 
Star plant, the increased production at 
the Painter ahd the Lindsay and Mc- 
Cutcheon mills, the defection from the 
strikers’ ranks of seventy-five machinists 
and pipe cutters at the Continental tube 
works and fifty at the Pennsylvania tube 
works, the importation of twelve men to 
the Monessen steel hoop mill and the 
installation of three mills on night turn. 
at the Clark mill, all point to an early 
resumption all along the line as viewed 
by the steel officials. 

The Amalgamated officials, however, 
make the claim that everything is pro- 
gressing satisfactorily and say much of 
the supposed advantage of the manu- 
facturers is bluff and cannot be made 
good. As an instance they cite the Lind- 
say and McCutcheon plant, where the 
company claims to have as many men 
at work as they can accommodate, and 
to be turning out merchantable product. 
The Amalgamated people claim that 
James Hurley, vice president of the first 
district, visited the Lindsay and Mc- 
Cutcheon mill today in the guise of a 
roller seeking work. He made an inspec- 
tion of the mill and according to the 
report there are thirty men at work, six 
of whom are skilled. 

The strikers also claim that at the 
Monessen plant*the product turned out 
last week amounted to 260,000 pounds, 
whereas before the strike the daily out- 
put was 100,000 pounds. 

Matters at McKeesport tonight are 
quiet and to all appearances unchanged. 
Strikers point to the fact that the ma- 
chinists who were persuaded. yesterday 
to leave the National tube works did 
not go in today as a victory for them. 
The much-talked-of start of the Demm- 
ler plant is being discussed and the at- 
tempt to start is now scheduled for the 
latter part of the week. The manage- 
ment claims that the only thing holding 
them back is adequate protection for the 
workers, a full complement of whom they 
Say are ready to go in. Mayor Black is 
still holding back his final answer to the 
request for police protection. 

It was reported this afternoon that the 
strikers at Duquesne intend to make 
another effort to close that plant by get- 
ting the open hearth men out, but noth- 
ing definite on the subject can be 
learned. 

Mayor Black tonight issued a proclama- 
tion to ‘‘The working men of McKees- 
port.’’ He says: 

“The eyes of the country are on Mc- 
Keesport. 

‘‘] have maintained all along that there 
would be no disorder and still have con- 
fidence in the workingmen. Use no un- 
due zeal in keeping men out of the 
Demmler mill, for | have heard it will be 
started this week. The venal eastern 
press has exaggerated and distorted 
every trifling occurrence here into riot 
and injured the town. Any violence would 
be the signal for application of the in- 
famous principle of government by in- 
junction and would divorce the support 
of loyal lavoring men outside of the 
Amalgamated association. Violence never 
won a strike. No right can be gained by 
law breaking. I feel no uneasiness, but 
issue this proclamation to keep you cool- 
headed. 

“Use all caution possible to preserve 
order that the hot-headed’' element, if 
there be one, may be easily controlled.

“Deputy Marshal Harnes this morning 
began serving upon the striking tin work- 
ers of Irondale the blanket injunction 
issued against them by Judge Clark at 
Cincinnati on last Saturday. The leaders 
say that-not a single member of the lodge 
will go back to work, andif an attempt is 
made to import men to operate the plant 
the injunction will be violated and the 
importations resisted by force.’’

‘Harry Philips, a non-union man, was 
brutally assaulted on the streets of Wells- 
ville today by John Elliott, a striker from 
Irondale. Philips is badly injured and 
was unconscious for some time. Elliott 
has so far eluded arrest. Five new men 
from Scottdale arrived in Wellsville this 
evening to work in the mill.’’

‘Once more trouble has free rein in 
the affairs of the Gate City Guard aid 
ft seems quite probable that another chap- 
tér of scraps and wranglings will be add- 
ed to the already rather turbulent his- 
tory of the organization. 

The meeting of the Company which was 
@alled for last night was very lightly 
attended. In fact it is said that only 
about a half a dozen members met the 
captain in the armory at the appointed 
time. In consequence no meeting was 
held and Captain O'Neill, after waiting 
about half af hour, left, The cause. of 
the members absenting themselves is the 
alleged desire of the captain to have thé 
company’s board of trustees abolished 
and the whole company’s affairs put in 
his hands. Members of the company 
charge that Captain James F. O'Neill 
wishes the captain placed in supreme 
command of the company’s affairs and 
they object to such action being taken. 
The whole trouble arose over the dis- 
position to be made of the Lawshe prop- 
erty; consisting of a lot 97 by 180 feet, 
located at 224 Peachtree street, which was 
erg re by the company some months 
ago the purpose of erecting thereon 

lL armory. At the time the purchase 
Was made it was opposed by a portion 
of the company’s members. On the part 
of these an effort has been made to sell 
this property and ptirchase a cheaper lot 
om which to erect the armory. Another 
faction of the company headed by Cap- 
tain O'Neill favored the erection of a 
hafidsome apartment house on the prop- 
erty now owned by the company. These 
wished an elegant armory to be provided 
n the back of the building and the apart- 
ments to be reritea as a source of révehue 
to the company. Still another faction 
Was opposed to the sale of the property, 
and also opposed to Captain O’Neill’s 
@partment house scheme. They wished 
to érect on the property a building wholly 
Gevoted to the use of the company. It 
was claimed by thé advocates of this plan

No Quorum Was Present. 

The meeting last nigtit was to decide 
this matter and for this reason consideta- 
ble interest attached to it. However, 4 
Short time before the meeting numerous 
apenbere of the company learned of the 
éffort ich Captain O'Neill would make 
to have the board of trustees abolished 
and hence absented themselves from the 
meeting with the result that no quorum 
was found. It is claimed that the board 
of trustees is provided for in the original 
eharter of the company and it is said 
that very few of the members of the com- 
pany are in sympathy with the purpose 
of Captain O'Neill to have it abolished. 
_For sotie timé thé affairs of the com- 
pany have been at a high tension, and 
several times trouble of a serious nature 
has been narrowly averted. 

Thi company will meet next Tuesday 
night; at which time the matters under 
discussion will come up for final settle- 
ment. A prominent member of the com- 
pany stated last night that unless some- 
thing Was done to effect a compromise 
before the meeting occurs he did not 
see how it would be possible to prevent 
the members from coming to blows.

Julius I. Brown will decline to pay his 
@ssessrrent of the new asphalt paving 
which has just been laid on Washington 
street. It is also riimored that other res- 
idents on that street will likewise refuse 
to make payment for their proportionate 
share of the work as assessed against 
them by the city. 

Mr. Brown ititimates that if the matter 
gets into the courts he is sure that not 
only will he be upheld, but the case wilt 
bring about a new state of affairs as re- 
gards thé city’s way of making improve- 
ments. | | 

“T have no idea of paying the assess 
ment,’ said Mr. Brown yesterday. ‘Some 
time ago we paid for a macadam pave- 
therit. and when the ordinance providing 
that asphalt should be substituted for the 
material then on the street came up, I 
asked for permission to be heard in coun- 
aii on it. I was retused that privilege. 
1 then wrote a letter to the mayor, advis- 
ing him that I, acting for myself, and 
tity brother and I acting as the executors 
of my father’s estate, would hot pay the 
assessment. I also notified the paving 
company that was to do the work of my 

rpdee. ; 
eT he supreme court of the United States 
decided that the assessment per foot of 
property for such jmprovements is illegal. 
That court has decided that these as- 
sessments can be levied only es the value 
of property is enhariced. To explain: One 


| lot may be worth $100. Another lot of 
the same dimensions may be worth $1,- 
000, yet the two; having the same frcnt- 
age, are assessed equally. 

“In addition, after we had paid for that 
macadam pavement the city takes it up 
and paves Central avente with it. We 
get no rebate, and are, instead, charged 
$2.84 a square yard for the new pave- 
ment. 

“I think those of us who did rot sign 
the petition to have the street repaved 
can recover, and I am of the vupinion that 
those who did sign are entitled to a Ais- 
count on account of the old paving which 
was removed.’’ 

The city improvement collector has heen 
busy serving notices of assessment on the 
property owners on Washington street. 
It would be thirty days before any for- 
mal demand for payment was made, and 
in the event of a refusal on the part: of 
the ones assessed it would be another 
thirty days before fi. fas. were isstved. 
Therefore, it may be all of two months 
before the matter reaches a crisis. 

It is probable that the first move to be 
made will be the ‘effort to have the city 
permanently enjoined from _ collecting 
street improvement bills; or the filing of 
@ bili of illegality. The matter is of 
considerable importance to property own- 
ers andi may result in changing the 


city’s method of assessment for street im- 
provements.

YOUNG clergyman in New Jersey 
A recently hanged himself because, as 

alleged, he could not endure the 
gossip and criticisms of parishioners upon 
his marriage to the organist of the 
church. It has been further stated in re- 
gard to the incident that the gossip origi- 
nated in the ladies’ sewing society of the 
church where the preacher and organist 
were engaged, and that it was while sew- 
ing for alleged ‘“‘sweet charity’s sake” 
that the very uncharitable gossip arose 
which directly led to the suicide of the 
unfortunate young man. 

There are volumes of “‘text’’ matter in 
the incident, but among the subjects syg- 
gested m6st forcibly by it are, first, the 
extent and tragedy to which idle, ground- 
less gossip will lead, and second the fact 
that this gossip does not always originate 


’ ground the “punch bowl” of the much 


abused society function or at the frivo- 
lous card clubs, but that frequently: it 
has its origin in the insinuating whis- 
pers, the censorious glances and shrugs 
of those sisters who hold up their hands 
in holy horror against the card table, 
but unbridle their tongues and incrimi- 
nate some unsuspecting and frequently 
innocent victim—generally a woman. 

In the case of the suicide being an or- 
dained preacher—one called to direct the 
moral welfare of his fellow beings—there 
naturally arises the argument that in his 
position there should have been maintain- 
ed those standards of public and: private 
life that would have in their strict ad- 
herence defied the criticisms of the most

but human after all, subject to all 
temptations that were presented to 
Savior Himself, and the case of the 
young preacher remains the same. He 
was driven to suicide by the idle gossip 
of his parishioners. The unique feature 
of the incident is that it was the man in 
question who was driven to the rash act, 
for, as.a rule, it is the woman who is 
‘hounded down,’’ crushed and finally cast 
off to live or die as she can, while the 
man is advised to ‘‘cheer up’’ by his own 
sex and "to seek new fields,’’ while some 
women (if the man happens to be attrac- 
tive and still elegible) are apt to reflect 
“Well, he was led into it; she was a very 
insinuating, unprincipled creature.’’ 

But now that the preacher is dead by 
his own hand and the young wife left to 
battle with the world as best she can, 
wonders just how responsible the 
women feel who started the gossip and 
who stand as the ‘accused in a case of 
self-murder. If these good sisters believe, 
as doubtless they all do, that there is an 
actual judgment day, a day of reckoning 
when each and every one of them will 
have their iniquities charged against 
them, it is remarkable that they so onen- 
ly and boldly defy the Christian admoni- 
tion, “Judge not that ye he not judged.” 
It is often a remarkable fact that the 
women who are apparently readiest to 
exclaim at and publish to the world tne 
misdeeds of a man or the weakness of a | 
woman are those who, far from being in 
@ position whére they can “throw the 
first stone,”’ not only not sans re- 
proche themselves, but are women who 
have sons and daughters, brothers and 
sisters, who are lidbie at any moment to 
become innocent victims of idle gossip or 
to becgme overshadowed at any time by 
clouds of suspicion. 

-The mother who, while she still calis 
to her knee in the evening her girl fa- 
bies and can feel that her hands protect 
them against al) evil, must remember 
the day will come when they will no 
longer kneel there, and that they ‘vill be 
gubjected to the same temptations suc- 
cumbed to by other women who have 
in their babyhood prayer at a mother’s 
knee. 

This mother should refiect a moment 
before she deliberately condemns a sus- 
pected sister or relishes the. repetition of 
a piece of gossip that passing from an 
idle tongue to another grows from the 
suspicious nothing into a disgraceful 
story that, believed, finally ruins for all 
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time the fair name of the woman who 
may be concerned, and may, as in the 
case of the young clefgyman of New 
Jersey, lead to self destruction on the 
part of the man. 

But not alone to women is idle gossip 
confined, for the almost final extermina- 
tion of the “‘code duello”’ through which 
Men in ‘ye olden time’’ protected their 
own honor and that of the women of their 
family has given a license to unmanly 
men, who are very reckless these days, 
not only in the way in which they attack 
principles of their fellow men, but the 
oftentime cowardly manner in which they 
attack the reputation*of defenseless wom- 
en. Like the mother, the father who is 
blessed with children should not be too 
severe in his judgfhent of his neighvor’s 
child. He should not be too reaiy to 
believe the story of his neighbor’s wife 
or his neighbor's daughter, for this very 
father has a little daughter who is grow- 
ing up to be some man's wife some day. 
And the same principle holds as regards 
the son. He is little now, but he may in 
a few years hence fall a victim to cir- 
cumstances when the world at large may 
take its choice of two stories, tne one 
which says ‘‘the boy is innocent,”’ or tne 
other which says ‘“Pshaw! everybody 
knows he is guilty.” 

So now, good lady parishioners, wheth- 
er yOu spend your days at sewing socie- 
ties or at the card tables, remember that 
all the garments that you make for char- 
ity and all your winnings at cards can- 
not compensate for the one uncharitable 
word that refiects on a sister’s moral 
character. | 

While’ to you, the long faced gentle- 
men in the attitude of the Pharisee, de- 
ploring the iniquities of those unfortu- 
nate among-your fellowmen, or frowning 
upon an erring sister, it may be said: 
Go slow, be careful, take care of your 
own life and your own home. 

The young preacher in New Jersey may 
have been a coward when he took: his 
own life, but how about his parishioners 
who, though they prate about what the 
“good book’’ says, and apy enough 
quote its sacred admonitions, fail to ap- 
ply the most beautiful lessons it teaches 
in “Judge not, that ye be not judged, 
and “Thou shalt not bear false witness 
against thy neighbor?”’

Other School News—Fall Term 
Opens Monday, September 9. 


TEXT BOOKS SOLD AT SCHOOi# 


At 12 Per cent Less Than Book 
Store Prices—New Students Ex- 
amined Fridey and Saturday. 


The chief feature of yesterday’s normal 
school programme was the last of the 
lectures on the ‘‘Ward Ratfonal Method 
of Teaching Reading’’ by Miss Edginton, 
of Brooklyn. This course has been high- 
ly instructive to the teachers, many of 
whom tn the high school department 
have attended voluntarily for the bene- 
fit derived, although these lectures were 
not included in their duties. Miss Edg- 
inton left the city yesterday ‘afternoon. 
She expressed herself as greatly pleased 
with her audiences in Atlanta and com- 
mended our corps of public school teach- 
ers as the most appreciative and respon- 
sive body she had ever addressed. 

Dr. Sanford continued his course on 
teaching with interesting and suggestive 
practical demonstrations before the fifth, 
sixth, seventh and ei-hth grades. 

Thirty or forty children of primary 
classes were taught in only a few min- 
utes by Dr. Sanford’s methods to read 
and write decimal fractions with perfect 
ease and correctness. 

Dr. Sanford’s lecture in the hall on 
the “History of Education” was greatly 
enjoyed. 

Mrs. Holbrook continued her literary 
course. 

Tomorrow’s programme will follow the 
usual lines, with special talks from Dr. 
Sanford and Mrs. Holbrook. The rest 
of the session will be largely devoted to 
grade work among the teachers prepara- 
tory to the work of the coming year rel- 
ative to examinations, classification, etc. 

Thursday will be the last day of the 
normal class. On Friday morning all 
teachers will report to their respec- 
tive grades in various schools where new 
applicants and pupils not regularly pro- 
moted will be examined and provided with 
textbooks. There have been about 2,400 
new tickets of admission to the public 
schools. All children transferred from 
one school to another will be expected to 
report to their new district grades Fri- 
day morning. Pupils promoted with a 
condition will be examined in their defi- 
cient branches on Friday and Saturday. 
Also new punils will be examined. Those 
regularly promoted and not transferred 
to another school need not report until 
Monday, September 9. 

Textbooks will be sold at the schools 
this year. This has never before been 
done, but will be a great convenience and 
saving to the students. A discount of 12 
per cent under regular book store prices 
will be allowed pupils purchasing their 
books at the schools. Trey will havc to 
pay cash. 

This innovation will save the rush hith- 
erto prevalent at bookstores on the open- 
ing days of school and the confusion and 
delay caused in starting the regular work. 
The school work will actually begin on 
the first day of the session, next Monday.
